Berlin Admits Loss of Clery, 
BERLIN, Sept. 6.—The town of Clery, 
on the Somme fiver three and one-half 
miles northwest of Peronne, has been cap-

intensity. Twenty-eight British and 
French divisions are engaged in the 
attack.

; BIRDS. ; 
“The effect of recent legislation for the protection 
of migratory birds is already apparent, but more is. 
needed. At the present moment there is before the 
senate for ratification a treaty between the United 
States and Canada for the protection of these birds. 
It has been signed by the plenipotentiaries of both 
governments and by the president and has been 
reported favorably by the senate committee on 
foreign relations. It would be a great pity and 
loss to both countries if it shoul@ fail of ratification 
in the preas of the senate’s other affairs Before ad- 


journment. 

The protection of our bird life is of importance 
not only to the naturalist and nature lover, but to 
the farmer and to all classes, for all have an interest 
in the service birds perform in the checking of 
insect scourges, to say nothing of the pleasure they 
give. Unregulated destruction by shortsighted 
sportsmen and by men who sell for the market 
already had done serious damage when the campaign 
of the Audubon society began to make itself felt. 
Local control, where accomplished, was inefficient, 
and this has been supplemented by interstate reg- 
ulation. The next and last step for protection is 
continental cobperation, which will be established 
by the treaty now before the senate with an enabling 
act to carry it into effect.

Seventy per cent of the foree are Ro- 
man Catholics.
